HUNGARY RACIAL LAW GOES TO DOGS, 
ONLY PEDIGREED CANINES CAN BREED 


By GEORGE MAY 


BUDAPEST—(NANA)—Hungary’s people’s democracy has 
a racial law—for. dogs. A Government decree issued last 
week restricts breeding to purebred, pedigreed canines. 

In Hungary, according to official statistics, there are at 
present nearly 1,000,000 dogs, of which only 7,000 are pure- 
bred. The Government decree orders all owners to submit 
their dogs to an examination before a committee of state vet- 
erinarians. Henceforth mongrel male dogs over one year old, 
the decree directs, are to be sterilized. Decisions of the com- 
mittees cannot be appealed. 

Authorities, the official explanation for the decree says, 
have thus created a regulation—unique in Europe—which en- 
deavors to assure that in Hungary only purely bred dogs can 
multiply. The new law includes sanctions against violators. 
Minor violation of the law is to be punished with fines and 
more serious offenses with six months’ prison terms.

TB Battler : 
Says Victory 
Ts in Sight 


Special to The Constitution 


CHICAGO — Dr. Herbert L. 
Mantz, of Kansas City, President 
of the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, said yesterday that the 
fight on TB in the United States 
has definitely reached the eradica- 
tion stage. 

“We're on the way to wiping it 
out,” Dr. Mantz, controller of the 
disease in his home city, said. 
“We've made tremendous progress 
in the last 40 years. But the big- 
gest part of the battle is yet to be 
fought. 

“There are 500,000 men, women 
and children with TB in the 
United States. We know and can 
put our hands on exactly, half of 
them. Until we can get the public 
to co-operate and identify and find 
that other 250,000—and keep them 
from constantly infecting others— 
our fight cannot de 'won.” 

Directors of the NTA—110 of 
them from all over the country 
—are holding a three days’ meet- 
ing here. 

Although doctors have been able 
to slash the TB death rate 80 
percent in the last 40 years, Dr. 
Mantz said the disease still kills 
more than all other infectious and 
parasitic diseases combined, be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 34. In 
that age bracket, he said, TB is, 
in fact, the nation’s No. 1 killer. 

The physician, also a Veterans 
Administration TB specialist, said 


that case finding through mass' 
chest X-rays “or by any other, 


method” is still at least one of 
the most important factors in the 
fight on tuberculosis. 

“We are also turning: consider- 
ably to chemotherapy,” he added, 
explaining that means treatment 
with drugs, such as streptomycin. 
“Discovery of streptomycin,” he 
continued,” was the greatest single 
advance against TB we've had. 
And now we have dihydrostrep- 
tomycin, derivitive of the original 
drug from which most of the toxic 
effects of the original have been 
removed.” 

He explained that streptomycin 
caused some _ serious’ reactions 
while effecting some of the almost 
unbelievabie improvements and 
cures which caused it to become 
known as a “miracle” drug. But, 
he said it had to be used with

Talmadge yesterday an- 
fiounced his intention to stand by 
his plans for a three-member Con- 
stitutional Highway Board ap-

@n this issue when it reaches a 
showdown fight tomorrow in the 
State Senate. The Senate squall 
will be matched by a House fight 
over the minimum foundation for 
education program. 
~ The Chief Executive announced 
that his plans were embodied in 
the resolution now pending in the 
House. It calls for a three-man 
board named for staggered terms 
by the Governor. | 

Talmadge opposes the rival plan 
of Sen. J. Knox Gholson, of 
Comer, providing for a 10-man 
board named by the General As- 
sembly. | 

Floor Leader Crawford Pilcher 
has drafted a substitute to com- 
promise the Gholson and Tal- 
madge plans. Although the Gov- 
ernor said he had not had an 
opportunity to study ‘the Pilcher 
substitute, he intimated he would 
be opposed to it. This plan calls 
for a three-member group named 
by the Genera] Assembly. 

As the Legislature begins the 
fourth of its five-week session, the 
Senate also faces action on a 
House-approved voters, qualifica- 
tion law this week, and completion 
of the appropriations bill. 

Meanwhile, the House this week 
will get into its No. 1 task of 
the present session—finding the 
money to pay for the multimillion 
dollar appropiations bill. Before 
it takes up this measure, however. 
the House will begin consideration 
tomorrow on the Minimum Foun- 
dation program for education, 
which will be one of the chief 
beneficiaries of proposed’ ex- 
panded State services. 

Scme Representatives suggested 
the fight in the House over the 
Minimum foundation program 
would center on equalization of 
white and Negro teachers’ salaries. 
They argued that by placing Ne- 
gro teachers’ salaries on a par 
with whites Negroes would get the 
lion’s share of the proposed $33,- 
000,000 expansion in school funds. 

Also up for House action are 
measures to permit Talmadge to 
run again for Governor, 

Both House Speaker Fred Hand 


dent of the Senate, have an- 
nounced that the Assembly will 
recess Feb. 18, as requested by 
the Governor. Hand said the 
‘Legislature will come back next 
January for a month’s session, and 
that Talmadge probably will call 
the solons back for an extra ses- 
sion soon after April 5—the date 
set for‘a proposed tax referendum 
to determine how expanded serv- 
ices will be paid for. 

Hand explained that by the 
Governor calling the Assembly 
back, the agenda car be limited 
tc what the Governor asks. Also, 
the time of the extra session 
would be unlimited. However, if 
the Assembly called itself back 
for the tax action, the agenda 
would be unlimited and the time 
set for 30 days. 

The sharpest fight of the cur- 
rent session will likely come in the 
Senate tomorrow when the Ghols- 


ton bill comes up, with such\, 


staunch Talmadge supporters as 
Sens. Tom Rich, of Bainbridge, 
and W. B. Cochran, Jr., of Thomas- 
ville. supporting Gholston’s bill. 

Patterned after South Carolina’s 
highway department, which Sen. 
Gholston says is the best in the 
Nation, his measure provides for 
the election of a 19-man highway 
board by the Legislature, with one 
member to be elected from each 
Congressional district. 

Gholston s bill also provides for 
what he terms a fairer and more 
equitable distribution of highwey 
funds to all counties. It is aimed 
at taking the highway board out 
from under political domination 
of the Governor. 

rholston claims his measure 
will take the highway department 
from the control of contractors and 
road machinery deaiers “who have 
ruined every Governor we have 
ever had. and will ruin the pres- 
ent Governor” 

Talmadge campaigned on a 
pledge to create a Constitutional 
highway board, and a bil] has been 
introduced in the House, calling 
for such a board to be appointed 
by the Governor. The Governor 
has worked out a compromise with 
his Senate floor leader, Crawford 
Pilcher, however, calling for a 
three-man board to be elected by 
the Legislature. 

A Constitutional amendment has 
been introduced in the Senate we 


create such a board, and Pilcher 
probably wil] introduce a_ substi- 
tute to Gholston’s bil] tomorrow. 
_ Administration forces succeeded 
last Thursday by the narrow mar. 
gin of two votes to postpone con- 
sideration of the Gholston plan 
until tomorrow. A substitute bill 
normally takes precedence over 
an origina! bill, thus a fight may 
be expected tomorrow as to wheth- 
er the Senate will take up Ghols- 
ton’s bill or the substitute meas- 
ure first. If the administration 
forces win out, Gholston’s proposal 
will be virtually killed for this 
session. |

tion on the highway board bills, 
Sen. Lee Purdom, of Blackshear. 
Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, likely will cal] up the 
second or contingent section of the 
approprations bill now amended 
to provide $77,000.000 for expand- 
ed State services.

Talmadge, 
who 0 asked that the 
contingent budget be held to $35, 
000,000, has called on the solons 
to cut it back down to that figure.

Acree and Christian 
said the Berean Avenue robbery 
was the first instance in which 
either of the Negroes had operated 
separately. 

H. G. Stamey, operator of the 
grocery store, identified a picture 
of the suspect as being the Negro 
who walked into the store, drew 
a gun and announced: “This is 
a stickup.” Stamey said he scooped 
up $100 from the cash register and 
walked out.

Flood, in addition to his rich 
collection of coins, has a wealthy 
store of information on rare coins 
and money exchange, generally 
speaking. First coin ever minted 
by the U. S., he says, was the fu- 
gio one-cent piece. It bore the 
inscription, “Mind Your Business.” 

First money printed in the col- 
onies was printed in 1690 in 
Massachusetts. First money print- 
ed in the world was Chinese, in 
2100 B. C. Chinese money always

Let's Find a Fairer Yardstick 


It already is obvious that the proposed 


“50 questions” test for Georgia voters is 
an unfair yardstick and probably an ille- 
gal one. | 

Members of the Legislature them- 
selves have failed at answering many of 
them. Obviously drawn by a lawyer, they 
will baffle most citizens not familiar with 
the set-up of courts and elections. Had 
an artist drawn them and based them on 
identity of painters, musicians and sculp- 
tors produced in Georgia, or had a min- 
ister arranged them and asked ques- 
tions relating to the identity of the Meth- 
odist Bishops, the organization of deacons, 
elders and so on, in the various churches, 
the same unfair test would have resulted. 

We, don’t want a bill which will be 
nullified by the Supreme Court with con- 
sequent unfavorable national publicity. 
But that is what we will be inviting if 
we go ahead with this one. 

We were not surprised to find the 
Communists and those of pro-Communist 
sympathies working to assist in the adop- 
tion of a bill which will allow them to 
ride it through legal and publicity chan- 
nels. While William Stafford, head of the 
Communist-dominated United Public 
Workers Union of America was speaking 
against the proposed voters’ qualifications 
bill, two of his workers staged a demon- 
stration to disrupt the committee hearing. 

That is right in the pattern. 

Pro-Communists will do what they 
can to pass the bill. Hence their tactics 
against it. They figure the bill will bring 
about more discontent and provide, if 


passed, more opportunity for anti-South- 
ern agitation among Negroes. It also will 
provide their organization with grist for 
‘soliciting funds. So, to make sure the bill 
passes is but a natural desire of the or- 
ganization behind‘ the demonstrations. 

It also is significant that Homer Chase, 
the local Commie organizer, who isn’t in 
very good graces with the powers that 
be but who is back on a sort of probation 
basis, has been distributing literature 
against the bill. : 

The Communists want it to become 
‘law—figuring it will help them, as it 
probably will. 

The Georgians who wrote the State 
Constitution of 1877 solved it all very 
simply. They said anyone could vote who 
had paid his taxes six months in ad- 
vance of the election. That served well 
until the depression when it was changed 
to read poll tax. It was that change which 
led to various county machines buying up 
poll tax receipts and making that tax a 
prerequisite to voting. The poll tax now 
is eliminated. 

The proposed bill now seems to us 
sure to be knocked out by the Supreme 
Court, if adopted as recommended. The 
reregistration proposal isn’t good and 
could be solved by a substitute proposal 
dropping persons from the lists after two 
successive failures to vote. Now and then 
you long for the simplicity of the boys of 
‘17 who solved it all by saying that a man 
who had paid his taxes and thus sup- 
ported the functions of his government, 
was entitled to vote. 


A Serious Error To Be Avoided 


We note with pleasure that the County 
Commissioners are discussing economy. 
But we wish to call to their attention 
a possible error which would result in 
great embarrassment if not avoided. . 
It is reported that the Fulton County 
delegation is planning to introduce a bill 
which would place all salaries under the 
jurisdiction of the County Commission. 
There should be, we believe, excep- 
tions made in the case of the Superior 


Court Judges and the Solicitor General 
and his assistants. Obviously, since the 
Solicitor’s office may in future years be 
called upon to investigate and the Su- 
perior Court Judges to try a member 
or members of the Commission, their sal- 
aries should not be under the direction of 
the Commissioners. Supplementation is 
another matter. Fundamentally, 
men must remain as State officers. With 
these exceptions the proposal seems sound. 


Juvenile Delinquency Again 


Four young school boys have been 
arrested for breaking into school houses. 
They sought not money or goods, but cer- 
tain tablet tops which, when collected in 
a required number, entitled the holder to 
a bicycle as a prize. 


Rarely have we come across a more 
typical illustration of much of the reason 
for, and explanation of, juvenile de- 
linquency. 


The boys wanted something, in this 
case a bicycle. 


Adults, when they want something, 


usually know how to rationalize their in- 
ability to get it, or they know how to 


obtain it. A husband and wife may want 
new furniture, new clothes, a car or a 
home. They can, out of their experience, 
figure out a way to save for it, to give up 
something else, or simply to say they can’t 
afford it. Of course, a lot of adults crack 
up too, get into debt, go bankrupt, take to 
drink, or turn to thieving. We never call 
that breakdown delinquency. 


But, young people—kids—don’t have 
the experience to rationalize it. Too often 
they don’t feel close enough to their par- 
ents to ask for their advice or help in 
getting tablet tops or bicycles. Maybe 
they have asked and been cut off short. Or, 
maybe they just don’t know about ask- 
ing. We know nothing of the present cases 
except that they fit into the case histories 
of delinquency. Children want something. 
They don’t know how to get it. They 
haven’t had the experience to think it 
out. So, they steal money or break into 
houses to get what they want. This time 
it was tablet tops. Sometimes, of course, 
they don’t. want “goods,” but only to feel 
they have “status.” It is better to give it 
to them at home. 

We don’t know the answers. But at 
least it would help for parents to try 
and be more patient with their kids and 
to try to understand that the young 
mind, as it develops, is an awesome and 
wonderful instrument which can take a 
lot of thoughtful direction.

a badly done job in almost every State in the 

Union. In those States with less income, espe- 

cially therefore the Southern States, the condition of mental hos- 
pitals is a near-scandal. This is true year in and year out. 


This condition has been worsened in the past 10 years by 
the increased demand for doctors and the competition by private 


| hospitals and communities for doctors and nurses. 


State mental hospitals, with inadequate facilities; with low pay; 


| with political) administration contributing to insecurity and in- 


efficiency, have been able to attract fewer and fewer doctors. 
Therefore, it comes as no surprise, painful though the revela- 


_ tions are, that a Georgia legislative delegation has found shocking 


conditions of neglect, inadequate medical care, lack of ordinary 


| sanitation, and grossly insufficient medical and nursing care at 
_ the State mental hospital. 


We also must face up to the fact that the remedy will not be 
found without great cost and a complete overhaul of the system. 
The Net It is important to know what we have at our State 

hospital. Georgia, like al] other Southern States, as- 
sumes responsibility for the care of all mentally ill submitted 
through the courts. Unlike most other States, Georgia retains a 
carry-over from the dark ages when mental illness was regarded 
as the work of evil spirits and the sick were chained or cast into 
We jail ours while in the process of being committed.

But, the really tragic condition comes later. 


| portant size in any State. 


Because of the skeleton staff—indeed it is so small as hardly 
to merit that designation—that vast population of mentally ill can 
do but one thing—swamp that staff insofar as any effective method 
of treatment is concerned. 


Because of our backward attitude toward the mentally ill, the 
average family conceals the fact of mental illness as long as it 
can. If it has any resources at all, it then spends all that, mort- 
gages the home and borrows, to go to a private institution when 
care becomes inescapable. Finally, in despair, the patient goes to 
the State. 


Thus, the State hospita] gets a majority of patients who are 
rather far advanced. But, even so, it receives in all that huge 
population, many who suffer from various types of mental illness. 
It has some who have a good chance of recovery and stil] others 
who can be restored after a long course of treatment. And, alas, 
it receives several hundred each year who do not belong there, but 
who are merely old and eccentric and a burden on what family 
they have and who are committed to the State by co-operative 
county officials, relieving the family of that care. 


Obviously, the chief medical attention should be 
centered on those who have a chance of recovery. 
The American Psychiatric Association, representing the profes- 
sional psychiatrists of this country and Canada, has approved 
certain standards for hospitals. 


Included is a receiving unit, not a ward, where patients are 
kept and housed until definite conclusion has been reached as to 
condition and chance of recovery. A psychiatrist is recommended 
for each 30 patients in such a unit. 


Separate units for all major divisions of patients are, of course, 
necessary. 


A psychiatrist for each 30 patients for the acutely ill, plus 
nursing care providing recreational and allied therapy; a psychia- 
trist and recreational therapist for each 50 convalescing patients; 
and a psychiatrist for each 200 of those with a good outlook for 
recovery, are among sthe recommendations. 


What that would mean in a hospital of about 10,000 patients 
is a simple matter of arithmetic. A staff of somewhere around 
140 to 150 psychiatrists is indicated. 

Our legislative committee found eight doctors trying to care 
for 9,500 actively sick persons with funds to pay only six such 
doctors after April 1. 

Obviously, the problem is not all at Milledgeville. The State 
must plan to incorporate in its State Health Department a unit 
of psychiatry, and psychiatric nurses should be included in the 
mobile units. 

Many persons, who end up at Milledgeville, need never go 
there if the ill persons and their families would employ psychiatric 
treatment—always being sure to get the okay of a reputable phy- 
sician before engaging such—at the first signs of illness. Chatham 
County in Georgia has done a remarkable job and Georgia and any 
other interested State would do well to have legislative committees 
study those results. 

Meanwhile, constant attention and frequent investigating com- 
mittees will be the only solution in any State to keep public atten- 
tion focused on the need of doing a modern job on an old problem.

“The Confessions of Maria Monk’? Totally unsuitable reading 
matter for any youth and, as a matter of fact, too boring for read- 


ing matter for anyone older. 

. One of my favorite authors during my 
A Favorite Author own teen years was named H. Rider Hag- 
gard. Did you ever read a story of African adventure, written 
by him, and called “She”? No wilder piece of fiction ever came 
from a printing press. 

It was about a strange and mysterious city, lost in the heart 
of Africa, inhabited by a strange race of mighty warriors and ruled 
over by a weird white woman called “She Who Must Be Obeyed.”

In fact, I’d like to get hold of that novel and several others 
by the same author and of similar character, just to see if they’d 
repeat, on rereading, the thrill they gave me when I read them half 
a century ago.

What Home Ec Teachers Do 


Editor Constitution: Since misleading refer- 
ence was made recently through a letter to The 
Constitution as to salary and work of vocational 
Home Economics teachers, I feel that I should 
give you the factual information below. 

There are 490 vocational Home Economics 
teachers. All hold a four-year college certifi- 
cate. Forty-eight percent have had work be- 
yond the bachelor’s degree; 68 percent teach 
other subjects. Average salary for those work- 
ing nine months is $1,966.95; for those working 
12 months, $2,687.67. Years of experience range 
from none to 25 years; 61 percent own and 
operate cars. Reimbursement is given for actual 
expense of five cents per mile for travel in carry- 
ing on the homemaking program in the com- 
munity. 

Beyond regular class schedules, these teach- 
ers last year taught 883 adult homemaking class- 
es: made 49,588 home visits to supervise 105,829 
home improvement projects; served 1,919 com- 
munity meals; gave 1,073 programs for civic and 
professional groups; arranged 961 community ex- 
hibits; organized and directed 249 chapters of 
Future Homemakers of America, and gave school 
lunch assistance in 200 schools. sae 

A few other schoo] and community activities 
include supervising community canning plants; 
home room: class sponsor; bus duty; library 
duty; guidance counselor; conducting PTA study 
groups; coaching plays and directing glee clubs.

filthy houses into homes where cleanliness 
actually was considered “next to Godliness.” 

There are certainly untold other values of 
vocational training, but if those things listed de 
not raise a nation’s standard of living, then what 
does? No other school subject, nor any two or 
three combined, could do as much toward -train- 
ing‘ our boys and girls of today in becoming 
useful and happy citizens of tomorrow. I am 
not connected in any way with the vocational 
education training program.

And often as not, it 


leads to a way station en route to more and more misery. Anyone who has 
watched the faces of men and women as they step from the witness chair and 
hear the judge declare: “Divorce granted,” knows it is not a moment of tri-

umph. Except for the most crass, it is a shocking taste of failure. 
If there are children, there is a lifetime of patch- 


work to do, trying to make it appear they are shielded by the whole cloth of a united home. They 
turn up later, far too many of them, as problem youngsters, juvenile criminals and even later, run- 


ning the bitter treadmill of divorce themselves. 


Financially, divorce is a complication. not 
an answer. An income is not improved by 
splitting it two ways, and the anger and fury 
that results from an order to pay alimony 
and support and their frequent non-payment 
are boundless. 


Mentally, the same quirks that caused mal- 
ajustment in one partnership, can run the second 
marriage on the same shoals. It takes consid- 
erable honesty to be sure the roots of disagree- 
ment have been permanently snuffed out by 
stronger understanding.

skilled third person. 

The bill has the support of both Judge Bond 
Almand and Judge Frank A. Hooper, as well 
as Judge Woolfolk. 

In several other States such provisions come 
under a department called “Friend of the Court,” 


to which all divorces are referred for investiga- 
tion. 


It is hoped that the bill, when it becomes s 
law, will block the quick, impetuous drives 
toward freedom made in the first impulse 
of anger and compounded by a fee-hungry 
attorney.

Lord, 1949. You cannot remember, of course, the earliest years of Reconstruction 
in Georgia, since you were only born in 1869. But you do remember well, I know, 


your childhood on your Grandfather Butler King’s plantation in Upson County; and I wonder how it 
compares with life today. You were a schoolgirl in pinafores in the 1870s when the South was deso- 


late and impoverished from war. 

Your father, who was a graduate of the old 
Mercer University at Penfield, had been admitted 
to the Georgia bar, but never practiced because 
the war broke out soon afterward and he served 
* throughout it in Company K, Fifth Georgia Regi- 
ment, entering as “third lieutenant” and emerging 
as captain, badly wounded and incapable of liv- 
ing a vigorous life therafter. 


Your mother, too, was a college graduate and 
a fine pianist; but you, your sisters and brothers 
had to attend country schools, then after high 
school there was no money for college. Exist- 
ence, at times, must have been difficult; yet you 
had a very happy childhood. There were stand- 
ards in those days, and existence had dignity; 
more than that, it had significance. What do you 
think of life in 1949? 


In the midst of the economic prosperity, 
the innumerable physical comforts, the hys- 
terical . advertising, screaming billboards, 
screaming radios, the confusion of nations 
and peoples everywhere you must miss some 
element that the world has lost. What is it, 
dignity? Moral responsibility? A sense of 
duty? Standards? 


In 1869 when you were born, the Negrdées 
were “niggers” or the newly freed “slaves” who 
had been one of the most controversial issues of 
the bitter, disastrous War Between the States. 
Yet you learned to love those who remained on 
your grandfather’s plantation, and it was the 
songs that you heard them singing at work, sing- 
ing in sorrow and in happiness which I borrowed 
from you for my “Blackberry Winter.” 


Now in 1949 you have seen a Democratic 
President elected on a “civil rights” program 
and you have seen the grandchildren of your 
grandfather’s slaves voting at the polls. That, 
too, I know seems strange to you; but the thing 
which amazes me about you is your tolerance in 
the face of the background which you had, a tol- 
erance which in many cases surpasses that of 
younger people who had no first-hand contact 
with slavery. :

CAN SHE SEW A FINE SEAM? 


Miss Mauck Gives Answer 


If fewer and fewer women 
are asking each other, “You 
don’t happen to know of a good 
little dressmaker, do you?”—it’s 
because. . . 

More and more women are 
doing their own dressmaking 
these days, and, according to 
Miss Frances Mauck, director of 
Rich’s Sew-Your-Own Center, 
“They’re intent on doing the 
most professional-looking job 
possible.” 

Miss Mauck, who. teaches 
daily classes in advanced dress- 
making and tailoring, came to 
Atlanta a few months ago from 
Ohio State Uinversity, where 
she was Chairman of the Divi- 
sion of Textiles and Clothing. 
She arrived well-laden with de- 
grees in the various phases of 
clothing, including a Masters 
from Columbia University in 
Textile and Clothing. In addi- 
tion she has studied fashion il- 
lustration at The Fashion Acad- 
emy in New York, taken a 
course in draping under Mad- 
ame Lyolene, a world-famous 
authority, and delved into his- 
toric textiles in Europe. 

Her book, “Modern Tailoring 
for Women,” which was pub- 


lished in 17947 by the Macmillan 


Publishing Company, was start- 
ed when Miss Mauck discovered 
that it required an average of 
55 minutes to demonstrate, by 
word of mouth, the making of 
flat pockets. In it she has in- 
cluded every minute phase of 
tailoring, from the time a gar- 
ment is cut out until it is ready 
to be worn, with detailed 
sketches to illustrate each step. 


“Custom tailoring changes 
very little over the years,” said 
Miss Mauck, holding up an un- 
finished tailored jacket she has 
been using for demonstration 
purposes for a number of years, 
“but you do from time to time 
discover easier ways of execut- 
ing a detail.” 

For instance, she has just re- 
eently perfected a method of 
making a bound  buttonhole 
that is practically fool-proof. 

“Although I usually say, in 
the final stage, ‘now hold your 
breath,’ or, ‘it’s time to pray, 
it’s more from force of habit 
than actual apprehension, be- 
eause it’s almost impossible to 
miss if directions are followed 
to the letter,” Miss Mauck 
pointed out. rage 

Despite the fact that tailoring 
requires more “pin-point” ac- 
curacy than any other type 


ing with 


sewing, it is still Miss Mauck’s 
favorite, followed closely by 
draping, which she hopes to 
offer later on in classes deal- 


She does not, however, plan to 
teach drafting. 

“Although I consider a knowl- 
edge of drafting an absolute 
must for teaching,” she said, ‘“‘it 
is not necessary for ordinary 
home dressmaking.” 

In addition to her dressmaking 
classes, Miss Mauck is also avail- 
able to schools for any service 
that falls under the classifica- 
tion of Home Economics in the 
clothing field, including lectures 
on fabrics and talks on various 
sewing problems. 


Yesterday, for instance, she 
demonstrated some of these fea- 
tures in a travel wardrobe for 
the more than 350 Home Eco- 
nomics teachers who attended 
the first Simplicity Designers 
Pattern show held in Rich’s tea- 
room. 

Made by the Simplicity De 
signers patterns were a navy 
wool dressmaker suit and a two- 
piece dress of light blue tie 
print, the whole thing operating 
on an interchangeable routine. 
The suit had a bodice of white 
batiste with a circular zipper 
that extended up either side and 
around the neck. To the zipper, 
at practically a moment’s notice, 
you could attach any number of 
vestees, like one of navy silk 
with white polka dots with 
pearls sewn in two.rows around 
the front of the neckline, and 
another of champagne colored 
embossed organdy with seed 
pearls sewn on a self-flower at 
front. The coat to the suit could 
also be worn as a blouse to 
the suit. : 

In making these clothes, Miss 
Mauck took a few liberties with 
the patterns and injected some 
of her own originality into them. 

But unless you’re an old hand 
at sewing,” she warned, “I sug- 
gest you stick strictly with your 

pattern.”

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Camellia Culture Outlined 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 


With the increasing interest 
in camellias there is a growing 
demand for cultural information 
about this plant. In addition, in 
this section of the South,. we 
gardeners are discovering to our 
amazement that-the camellia not 
only will grow here but will 
flower satisfactorily about four 
years out of five. 

Today, with permission, we 
are borrowing from the experi- 
ence of our friend, John L. 
Cope, to give what is in our 
Opinion the best, most modern 

eas on the care of this flower. 

There is one prerequisite to 
successful camellia culture, and 
that is proper soil conditions. In 
their native environment these 
plants thrive in a soil that‘is at 
least 50 percent humus by vol- 
ume. These plants are acid-lov- 
ing, and, unless provided acid 
soil, they do not thrive for the 
reason that many elements of 
nutrition required are denied 
when the soil reaction ap- 
proaches the neutral or an alka- 
line point. c 

Because most camellias are 
used as specimen plants, we can 
deal with them as individuals. 
Dig your hole about twice as 
large and twice as deep as the 
root-ball on your plant. Save 
the top half of the soil and dis- 
card the bottom half. To the top 
half of the soil and an equal 
amount of half-rotted oak leaves 
and peat moss and mix well. 
Add camellia special plant food 
at the following rate—a small 
handful for an 18-inch plant, 
two handsful for a 30-inch plant, 
three for a 3-foot plant, and four 
or five handfuls for a 4-foot 
plant. Pack well, and do not set 

the plant any deeper than it was 

in the nursery. We like to set it 
slightly higher to allow for set- 
tling. Camellias will not thrive 
if set too deep. 

No mulch should be used that 
might mat and prevent the pene- 
tration of light rainfalls and 
aeration. For this reason we pre- 
fer pine straw, in addition to the 
fact that the residue from this 
material] is one of the few vege- 
tative residues that are acid in 
reaction. A feeding for camellias 
should consist of one-half pound 
for an 18-inch plant to several

pounds for large plants. Either 
roll back the mulch and spread 
over the surface underneath, re- 
placing the mulch, and water 
well, 

Another effective method of 
applying fertilizer is known as 
“slugging.” This is done by driv- 
ing a small rod about eight 
nches into the sol n a number of 
places under the spread of foli- 
age, and by working it with a 
circular motion, opening up & 
small cone. Place a small quan- 
tity of fertilizer in the bottom of 
this hole and refill with soil. 
This encourages deeper root de- 
velopment and enables plants to 
withstand hot, dry spells better. 
It is particularly effective in 
fertilizing camellias, but it is not 
recommended for azaleas. 

Obviously, there is a right 
time and a wrong time to fer- 
tilize plants. 

We ‘have given considerable 
study to the subject of proper 
timing, and our observations 
lead us to believe that the “time- 
table” suggested below will 
serve as a valuable guide to the 
grower, with, of course, slight 
adjustments for different cli- 
matic areds. These adjustments 
should be slight, however, as the 
first and last killing frosts over 
the camellias belt do not vary 
by a great deal. 


It is within the realm of pos- 


sibility to induce four (even 
five under certain conditions) 
cycles of growth on these plants. 
We do not think it desirable, 
however, to push them to this 
extent. The first cycle of growth 
each Spring is the one upon 
which the flower buds for the 
following season are set. Thus 
it is upon this first cycle that 
we should place greatest empha- 
sis in our feeding program. 

The second, or Summer, cycle 
usually starts with the June 
rains, and a lush growth results. 
Those terminals which have set 
buds will not make this cycle. 
We would thus prefer our plants 
to make a strong first cycle, set 
a good crop of buds, and ex- 
pend any surplus energy in de- 
veloping those buds. , 

The third, or Fall, cycle is the 
last we might expect of plants 
in the open. We do not think 
this third cycle is desirable, as 
it has been our observation that 
terminals making this cycle of. 
growth do not make a first cycle 
the following Spring, hence are 
eliminated from the blooming 
wood. 

It is fairly obvious that the 
first cycle is made largely on 
stored plant-food. It should be 
our purpose to provide the 
plant, in the last Fall after all 
tendency toward top-growth has 
stopped, with a supply of plant- 
food to be stored up by the root 
system during the Winter 
months. The Spring applications 
should make up for any plant- 
food lost by leaching during the 
Winter months, and provide ad- 
ditional nutrition to carry 
through the first cycle of growth 
and subsequent bud develop- 
ment. 

The Fall feeding should be 
applied in late November; the 
first Spring in early February, 
and the last feeding should fol- 
low in late March or early April 
at the latest.

Muller went to make his home 
with the famous buffalo hunter, 
after his father, also an Indian 


| sscout, had lost his life breaking 
' a wild horse and his widow 


had lost her ranch. 


When Dan was 19 he joined 
up in a horse rustling deal that 


_ looked like easy money until 
| the sheriff and his deputies 


pounded up on the scene. His 
partners in horse stealing es- 
caped, but Dan was tossed in a 
Western jail A mob overpowered 
the sheriff and took Dan out 
to a tall cottonwood tree. A 
noose was placed around his 
neck, the rope was tossed over 
a high limb and everything was 
set for the hanging when a shot 
rang out and the rope, cut by 
a bullet, fell around Dan’s shoul- 
ders. The shot, of course, had 
come from Buffalo Bill’s six- 
shooter. é 


Dan Muller was 27 when Butf- 
falo Bill headed for the last 
roundup..He had been with the 
famous old’ character through 
his palmy days, when the Wild 
West show was a sensation, and 
sought to help debt-ridden, hard 
drinking, carousing old perform- 
er out of his difficulties. His 
book gives an intimate insight 
into the life and times of Buf- 
falo Bill, whose name has be- 
come a legend closely associated 
with the West.

played its prewar hand in China badly. 


“Our wartime policy in China failed 
to retrieve our prewar losses,” he says.

“Not until Stilwell was succeeded by 
Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer did Amer- 
ican policy in China bear any resem- 
blance to that of two allies fighting a 
common foe.”

Gen. Wedemeyer properly diagnosed 


the situation in China, but his report was 
suppressed, Chennault charges, and then turns his guns on Gen. 
George C. Marshall, who reached China in November, 1945, as a 


special emissary. 


It was Marshall, later Secretary of State, acting 


under State Department orders, who forced a truce between 


the Communists and the Cen- 
tral Government at a time 
when the latter was win- 
ning the war.

Claire Lee Chennault was 
born in Commerce, Texas, but 
was raised in Louisana. He at- 
tended Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, taught school for a while, 
got a “90-day wonder” commis- 
sion in World War I, which 
ended before he got overseas. He 


_ stayed in the Army, became fas- 


cinated with airplanes, learned 
to fly by “bootleg.” He later 


won his commission as a fighter ' 


pilot. Constantly in hot water 
because of his brash insistence 
that air power should be 
stressed, he suffered the same 
fate as his good friend Gen. 
Billy Mitchell. 


Chennault retired from the 
Army in 1936 with the rank of 
Captain. He immediately went 
to China to make a confidential 
survey of the Chinese Air Force 
for MMe. Chiang Kai-shek. The 
undeclared war between China 
and Japan was then in the 
making. Immediately after the 
Marco Polo Bridge incident, 
Chennault offered his services 
to Chiang and they were accept- 
ed. His official status was civil- 
ian adviser to Secretary of the 
Commission for Aeronautical af- 
fairs—first Mme. Chiang and la- 
ter T. V. Soong, her brother. 


Until he returned to active 
duty with the U. S. Army in the 
Spring of 1942, four months aft- 
er Pearl Harbor, Chennault had 
no legal status as a belligerent. 
Even while he commanded the 
First American Volunteer Group, 
the famed “Flying Tigers,” in 
combat, his official job was as 
adviser to the Central Bank of 
China and his passport listed 


' his occupation as farmer. 


Chennault loves Free China 
and her peoples, He praises their 
patriotism and their ability as 
fighters, especially her youthful 
airmen who served under him. 
He deeply admires Mme, Chiang. 

From his ringside seat, the 
hard-hitting Chennault gives us 
the inside story of China and 
the important role she is to 
play in the future history of the 
world.

As 
for Chennault, he is still on the 
scene in China and head of an

FROM DAY TO DAY, by Odd 
Nansen, translated by Kath- 
erine John; Putnam; $5. 


Son of the Norwegian explor- 
er, this author was arrested in 
his home in January, 1942, and 
was held in custody as a “court 
hostage” near Oslo, then near 
Tromsee and finally in the Ber- 
lin area, at Sachsenhausen, un- 
til May, 1945. He was in the 
habit of keeping a diary, and it 
seemed somehow a habit to con- 
tinue, one that in his sometimes 
incredibly wretched new life 
bound him closer to his happy 
old life and to his beloved wife 
and children. 


Written for his wife alone, and 
often at great personal risk, it 
was nevertheless published, not 
with marked success, and de 
serves to succeed here, for it is 
the only thing of its kind to 
come out of World War II. 


In a sense this is not a war 
story at all. The stress does not 
fall on adventure, bravery, suf- 
fering, misery or death. This is 
about the survival of dauntless 
humankind, bauot the persist- 
ence of humane instincts: even 
behind barbed wire, about broth- 
erly love that will not be bludg- 
eoned into extinction. 


There are passionate cries of 
hatred, to be sure—less in Nore 
way, where Nansen is inspired to 
admit “I’m not having a bad 
time,” and morein Sachsenhau- 
sen, of which he confides to his 
wife in the diary: “God grant 
that you’ve heard nothing about 
this camp.” There are brutal 
treatment of prisoners, deliber- 
ately cruel executions, appalling 
deprivation, starvation. 


But mostly this is another 
world complete in itself. Where 
you’d expect.a man to spend 
every minute screwing up his 
courage to the sticking point, he 
in fact eats, works, reads, plays 
cards, writes letters, laughs, 
weeps; he is generous or selfish, 
honest or dishonest, as he was 
before imprisonment: he is wise 
and patient, or stupid and ill- 
tempered; he can march off to 
death with a smile, or whimper 
at an ache and pain. 

An unpretentious, unassuming 
quality gives this account its 
special validity; and Nansen’s 
abiding conviction that we 
should love our enemies gives it 
its unusual moral force.

TRANSITION TO DIESEL | 


‘Old 1899' 


Doom to Iron Horse 


By PAUL JONES 


About four months ago “Old 


Screams Out 


1889” got her steam up and rolled 


out of the giant Southern Railway shops on McDaniel Street. | 
As the giant doors opened she let go with a full box of steam | 
and the shrill whistle almost lifted the lids off a hundred workmen | 


who had overhauled iron horses 
like her for 20 or 30 years. 


“Old 1899” had a right to let off, 
gome steam. She was going to be-| 


come the last of the old iron horses 
ever to have her face [ifted at the 
McDaniel Street shops. The con- 
version from steam to Diesel had 
been completed—a transition as 
_eomplete as a conversion from 
autos to bombers. 

The old black, smoke-puffin’ 
iron horses no longer had any 
place alongside their fast, sleek, 
streamlined Diesel sisters. The 
blacksmith shop where parts were 
forged for the iron horses had 
been converted into a giant arma- 
ture works where parts for the 
5,705-pound generator would be re- 
wound. Impregnators—a _  fancy- 
sounding word to the nundreds of 
mechanics who work there—had 
become a household word. And 
the mechanics were learning to 
overhaul automobiles, only on a 
giant scale. 

This vast transition from steam 
te Diesel has been completed after 
more than eight years. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth of new-fangled 
machinery has been installed and 
hardly a single machine or lathe 
used to repair the steams has been 
left standing. 

The 12-cylinder, 1,000-horsepow- 
er motors, which look like giant 
auto motors, are good for 1,000,000 
miles before they need a general 
overhauling. There’s no more fire 


,boxes to clean since the steams) 
‘have gone from the McDaniel) 
Street shops. But more than 75' 
new electricians have been added 
‘to the pay roll and a vast building 
program has been undertaken. 
Mechanics replace “rods” and) 
“grind” valves in the Diesels just 
like auto’ mechanics repair con- 
ventional auto motors. 
Throughout the transition pe 
riod the hundreds of mechanics 
and laborers have undergone an. 
extensive training program which 
has kept abreast of the develop- 
|ments in plant facilities and new 
japparatus. 
_ “I don’t think many of the 
‘young men attached any sentiment 


|to the old steam locomotives,” said [ 


'R. L. Turner, Master Mechanic of 
ithe Southern Railway, Atlanta 
Area, “but the older men sure 
‘hated to see them go. 


| “You can hear them grumble 
every now and then about the new- | 
fangled machinery they have to' 
use. | 
“But working on the new Die- 
sels is a lot more skilled and it is 
‘a lot cleaner.” 
| Everywhere in the converted 
‘shops cleanliness is in evidence. 
‘The musty, smoky atmosphere 
| which accompanied the old repair’ 
Shops of the steams has gone. 
| “Old 1899” and her sisters are 
‘being replaced by more than 300) 
‘new Diesel units.

orrester with shouts of: 


“Hurry up! We need you to referee the soft-ball game!” 


This southeast Atlanta area at- 
tracted the attention of the Citi- 
zens Crime Prevention Commis- 
sion in late 1947 because of what 
officials termed “the very high 
rate of juvenile delinquency in 
that section.” Today an average 
of 150 happy boys and girls daily 
flock to a well-equipped play- 
ground for supervised games. 

They’re looking forward to a 
brand-new clubhouse in the near 
future, and. they’re pretty proud 
of winning a television set in The 
Atlanta Constitution’s recent con- 
test for “worth-while organiza- 
tions.” 

And, report Commission observ- 
ers, “Pickett’s Alley boys and girls 
are not only happy—they’re good 
citizens!” 

The Commission and juvenile 
authorities can back up that asser- 
tion with facts and'‘figures. A de- 
tailed survey conducted by Atlan- 
ta Police Chief Herbert T. Jen- 
kins and Juvenile Court Judge J. 
D. Fleming in January, February 
and March, 1949, showed 119 po- 
lice calls were made in the-area 
and 31 juvenile delinquency cases 
handled by Juvenile Court during 
the three-month period. 

After the Commission interested

The Baron arose quickly, gulped his coffee 
like any commuter, and drove an electric truck 
throughout the area delivering milk to his for- 
mer tenants. His wife, Lady Canstance Pamela 
Digby, helped her husband and handled a milk 
bottle as expertly as she once poured tea for 
the nobility of the Empire. 

Just a few months ago the young and hand- 
some David Phillip Mountbatten, the Marquess 
of Milford Haven, best man at the wedding of 
‘Princess Elizabeth and Phillip Mountbatten, ar- 
rived in the United States to sell electric oil 
heaters. ; 

Milford Haven, whose name had been linked 
romantically with Princess Margaret, Sharman 
Douglas, daughter of the Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James’s; Peggy Maley, Hollywood bit 
player, and members of New York’s cafe society, 
lived in the Waldorf-Astoria apartment of a 
friend but went to work every morning selling 
his heaters to wealthy and social friends. 

A relative of Milford Haven, Lady Iris Mount- 
batten, came to the United States and went to 
work as a salesgirl. After some trouble with 
immigration authorities she was permitted to 
remain in the United States and made her own 
living both“as a salesgirl and model. 

Not a few titled women in England act. as 
liaisons between customers and top line dress- 
makers, milliners, hairdressers, furriers and jew- 
elers. By introducing wealthy but less aristo- 
cratic clients they obtain their own orders at dis- 
‘count and in addition receive a quarterly com- 
mission in cash. 

Many others in the tpper strata “lend” their 
houses furnished with staff on a eommercial 
basis for some months of the year. 

Some act as agents between the “new poor” 
who have something to sell but shun publicity, 


and some of the “new rich’’ who have money , 


made in the black market and are therefore 
not any too anxious.to advertise the extent of 
their undeclared income. 

Other lords and ladies take paying guests 
into their castles or engage a governess for 
their own children and accept child boarders to

“A tobacco can. I can play it right good.’ 

The boy drew an empty can from his pocket. 
He sang a plaintive folk tune, thrumming out

‘an accompanying rhythm on the tin with his 


fingers. 

“That’s fine,” said Capp when he had fin- 
ished. “But look...it wouldn’t go on records 
or the radio. People wouldn’t know what you 
were playing.” 

The youth’s shoulders dropped. “I might 
have known this would happen,” he mumbled. 
“T didn’t bring my best can.”’ 

In that year of 1935 the can-playing aspirant 
didn’t make the grade, but in the years follow- 
ing many of his kind who trooped in from the 
mountains, the woods and the plains to show 
their wares did. 

When big-time music set out to commercial- 
ize America’s country minstrels for what was 
then a limited audience, it little dreamed that 
hillbilly songs would mushroom into an industry 
that today constitutes about 15 per cent of 
record company sales —-an estimated $30,000,- 
000 worth — and allows hillbilly singers them- 
selves to flaunt hand-tooled leather belts, Fifth 
Avenue flannel shirts and drive high-priced cars. 

The hillbilly performer who once fell ‘prey 
to Tin Pan Alley sharpsters, selling his song 
rights for $25, is no longer gullible. He knows 
the ins and outs of the music game, the pitfalls, 
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the switches, the angles that make his pocket 
heavy or light. 

Stars like Judy Canova, Eddie Arnold, Ernest 
Tubb and Red Foley can boast big bank ac- 
counts. In the western field, Gene Autry — 
singer, actor, ranch owner; rodeo impresario, 
theatre tycoon, publisher—earns $500,000 a 
year. Roy Rogers lags not too far behind. Even 
Bing Crosby, while no hillbilly, draws a per- 
centage of his income from hillbilly renditions. 

Arnold’s “Bouquet of Roses’ outsold most 
popular records. Tubb Jast year cleared $180,000. 
Roy Acuff, who missed out on his bid to be the 
nation’s third hillbilly governor (in Tennessee), 
has added to his record income with the sale of 
290,000 song books. The 200 big and small 
record companies turn out an average of 100 
hillbilly songs a week. 

‘‘Pass-the-Biscuits-Pappy” O’Daniel twanged 
and sang his way into the governorship of Texas. 
Jimmy Davis of “You Are My Sunshine” re- 
nown duplicated the feat in Louisiana. Even 
the less .successful hillbilly performers make a 
good living, for ‘the taste for their plaintive 
product, where once confined to the South and 
Southwest, has spread over the country. 

What skyrocketed hillbilly music? Radio, 
mainly. The war, too. Northern boys in South- 
ern camps brought back the hillbillies’ melodic 
tales of hard times and good times, of poverty 
and pathos, of crop woes and personal tragedy 
of bright happiness. Southern boys in Northern 
camps were hillbilly emissaries, Population 
shifts helped also. 

The notion that hillbilly singers are Broadq- 
way dudes affecting rural identity is false. Those 
who make the grade come from small towns 
learned their homely warbling at their grand- 
ma’s knee. is 

Imposters have a tough go of it, for the

hillbilly-loving* public can spot a phony a mile off. 
In popular music the song’s the thing. In 
hillbilly it’s the performer who sells. Arnold 
fans scorn a Tubb record and vice versa. Autry 
advocates want no part of Rogers. 
City-bred crooners, such as Frank Sinatra, 


_are not the only swoon-producers. Some of the 


hillbilly singers, such as Arnold, draw their share 
of moans, too. There was the case of the hill- 
billy crooner who, in his first experience with 
a squealing adolescent girl, mistook her adora- 
tion for derision and apologized to his listeners: 

“I reckon that was pretty bad, but shucks, 
you don’t have to yell at me!”’ 

When hillbilly music was first exploited It 
bade fair to continue in the tradition of early 
U. S. folk tunes, which reflect American history. 
The modern troubadours also sang of events that 


, took place in their own local environments. 


But Tin Pan Alley spoiled that. The hillbilly, 
exposed to popular music, quickly adopted the 
mushy sentimental themes and discarded his 


more robust factual topics. He did not, how-— 


ever, change over completely. 

Six hillbilly renditions were offered on the 
mysterious “flying saucers.’’. There were numer- 
ous songs based on atomic power and even more 
on war. 

The fatal Atlanta hotel fire and the Hinden- 
burg Zeppelin disaster were recorded in music. 

The tearful ballad, “Two Little Girls With 
Golden Curls,” was based on the death of two 
Sisters by fire during their parents’ absence. 

Regardless of the failure of some of the topl- 
cal ballads to sell, they represent a type of song 
that records events of the times, and stamps the 
hillbilly as our modern bard. 
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SLEEPING PILL VICTIM 


By George Foster 


HE “Do Not Disturb” sign had been hanging 
- on the door of an 11th floor room in a New 
York City hotel since early morning. It was 
2:30 in the afternoon. The maid tiptoed in. 
What she saw caused her to gasp. On the bed 
lay Mary Grey, 25, a hotel resident for four 
months. Her face was waxen white. Her eyes 
were closed. She was deathly still. The maid 
called the manager, who, in turn, called a Belle- 
vue Hospital ambulance. 
At 2:58 the ambulance arrived with a hos- 
pital attendant. (Since the doctor‘scarce war 


‘ days, New York hospitals had dispensed with 


ambulance interns. In their place were attend- 
ants schooled only in first aid and not allowed 
to carry stethoscopes or other instruments. ) 

The attendant examined Grey. He felt 
no pulse beat. Her eyes. seem lifeless. He 
could detect no breathing. Near by was an 
empty box that had contained sleeping pills. “Ap- 
parently dead,’ was his conclusion. He left. 
‘‘Dead on arrival,” the Bellevue index card said 
of Mary Grey. 

At 4:20, Patrolman Richard Petrocine, 29, 
reached the hotel to maintain a routine police 
watch until the arrival of the medical examiner. 
He talked with the manager for a few minutes. 
Then he looked at the girl’s ashen face. “I could 
hardly believe that a girl so young had died like 
that,” he said later. 

Ten minutes passed. Petrocine looked at Mary 
Grey’s face again. He was startled by what he 
saw. There were tiny beads of perspiration on 
her forehead. 

He touched her cheek; it was still warm. He 
grasped her wrist. He thought he felt a pulse, 
so faint, however, it might have been his own. 
He got a mirror and held it in front of her mouth. 
It became moist. He turned his fiashlight on 
the pupils of her eyes. They tontracted. 

Petrocjne opened the windows.to let in fresh 
air. He applied artificial respiration. ..pressure 
on the chest, release; pressure, release, again 
and again for 10 minutes. He called the man- 
ager, who got him a towel 
and rubbing alcohol. Satu- 
rating the towel with alco- 
hol, he bathed Mary Grey's 
face. He the towel 
under her nose. She 
moaned. 

He ‘caHed the _ station. 
“Lieutenant, this _ girl's 
alive,” he said. “Send an-

with a doctor.” 

Transferred to the hos- 
pital, Mary Grey slowly 
recovered. Later investi- .—l Se 
gation revealed she was - S.. ee 
actually Mary  Mackell, Se 
daughter of an _ Indiana eae : 
State Teachers College pro- 
fessor. She had registered 
under a false name. 

But for the alertness 
and thorougii training of Pa- 
trolman Petrocine, she might 
have died untended that day, vic- 
tim of a cursory examination and 
erroneous conclusion. 

What would you do in similar circum- 
stances? Would you know how to revive a 
sleeping pill victim? With the increasingly in- 
discriminate use of sleep-inducers, almost any- 
one is likely to be faced with the necessity of 
acting quickly some time in order to save the 
victim of an overdose of barbiturates. 

In such poisoning time is of the utmost value. 
Measures must be taken promptly. 

A normal dose of sleeping pills, prepared 
from barbituric acid, achieves the desired effect 
by slightly slowing-down the activity of the brain 
and nervous system. An overdose can stop all 
activity, producing death, unless immediate coun- 
ter-active measures are taken. 

What are those measures? Suppose you dis- 
cover someone in an unconscious or semi-con- 
scious state. Is it the result of a sleeping pill 
overdose? First, look for an empty or depleted 
container of pills. You find it. If that is not 
conclusive proof, regard the symptoms. 

In a semi-conscious case they are headache, 
mental confusion, irregular muscle action, twitch- 
ing, spasmodic dilation and contraction of eye 
pupils. In an unconscious case, there is coma- 
tose sleep, with slow and shallow, perhaps noisy,

breathing. Temperature may rise. There may 
be skin ¢ruptions. : : 

With-an extreme overdose, as in Mary Grey’s 
case, the victim may show no. discernible signs 
of life whatever. But do not take death for 
granted. 

Before you do anything, phone the police for 
an ambulance and a doctor. Then start to give 
first dfd. Loosen any clothing that restricts 
breathing. Open all windows fully to provide 
maximum ventilation. " : 

If the victim is half-conscious and coopera- 
tive, make him drink as much hot coffee or tea 
as he can as soon as possibJe. Do not, however, 
try to force any fluid down the throat of a com- 
pletely unconscious person. It can. cause fatal 
strangulation. 

Force the victim to his feet, no matter how 
groggy he may be, and make him walk up and 
down. This exercise helps to revive the drugged 
nerves and brain tissues. 

If he is unconscious and cannot cooperate, 
start ‘artificial resriration immediately. Straddle 
his body, press firmly on his chest with both 
hands for two seconds, then release the pressure.

Keep doing this until the doctor comes. 

Never assume that*the victim is beyond help. 
Feel for a pulse. A weak response might reveal 
the spark of life where you cannot feel or hear. 
a heart-beat. Breathing that cannot be detected 
visually will moisten a mirror held before the 
lips. When it has been determined that life ex- 
ists, begin artificial respiration and keep at it, 
without stopping, until the doctor’s arrival. 

The nhysician will pump out the stomach 
if the pills were taken not too long before. If 
much time has elapsed, or if the victim is very 
far gone, he will inject a counteracting drug 
into the veins. 

Benzedrine sulphate, the so-called pep pill, 
might be dissolved and injected into the veins. 
This must be kept up for four to eight hours, 
even for 20 to 24 hours, if consciousness and 
alertness are not fully restored. - 

Adrenalin or/epinephrine, together with dex- 
trose solution, might be used if the heart~is 
failing. 

But that’s the doctor’s business. The lay- 
man’s chief contern is the use of effective first 
aid to bridge the gap until the doctor comes. 
It may save a life. It saved Mary Mackell’s.

ILLIAM JACOBS, jovial Detroit bar- 
WY tenses served the silent stranger his 

drink and watched him for a moment. 
Loneliness and discouragement seemed stamped 
on the man’s face but Jacobs had a remedy for 
that. Reaching into a near-by drawer he pulled 
out a couple of tickets. 

“Here's a pair for the football game tomor- 
row,” he said. “Go and have a good time.”’ 

The stranger, who murmured his thanks, 
registered surprise at this generous gesture. 
Jacobs had been listening to hard-luck stories 
for years and giving away presents to folks at 
his bar. He was known to be an inveterate good- 
time Charlie. 

His $200-a-week salary, which he earned by 
working double shifts, wasn’t a bad income, and 
his wife, Lillian, got $190 a month as clerk at an 
express company oflice where she had worked 
more than 20 years. 

They lived well but modestly and unlike many 
wives Lillian never nagged when William in- 
dulged his irresistible urge to bet on the horses.

S 15-year-old Henry Clews stood beside 
his father on deck of a ship one day in 
1849, watching New York City’s already 
tempting skyline emerge from the mist, his pre-

“Tm not going: to be a.clergyman,” he 
said. “I’m not going to be a bishop. 
I’m going to be a banker and live in 
this wonderful city.”’ 

His father, James C.Clews, who 
owned a small factory in Stafford- 
shire, England, blustered, argued 
and threatened — all in vain. 
Henry was James’ fourth son 
and by tradition was intended 
for the ministry. 

But when the father com- ' 
pleted his business trip and 
sailed for home, young 
Henry had already’ found 
himself a job as clerk in a 
New York dry goods firm. 

By 1864, he had saved 
enough to set himself up 
as a broker, but when he 
sought a seat on the Stock 
Exchange he was rejected as 
an upstart. Whereupon he 
started handling brokerage 
accounts for half the usual 
commission. The Exchange 
governors promptly let the 
bars down. 

Growing mutton-chop whis- 
kers, he became the first man to 
display a burning desire to break 
into New York society. Offended 
by his aggressiveness, the Four 
Hundred laughed at his rustic Staf- 
fordshire accent, calling it cockney. 

After he was an acknowledged power 
in Wal] Street, President Grant made him 
the government’s fiscal agent in charge of 
foreign investments, but that didn’t break 
down the social barrier. 

Downtown he was somebody. Men of 
wealth were eager to lunch with him. Uptown, 


those same men refrained from inviting him to. 


dine in their fine mansions, even after he mar- 
ried Lucy Madison Worthington, a grandniece 
of President Madison.

Gossips said the only reason he married her 
was to advance his social position, which wasn’t 
so. They were deeply in love. 

By degrees, however, her charm and ability 
to make the right friends assisted him toward 
his goal. 

He bought a box in the Metropolitan Opera’s 
Diamond Horseshoe. He built a villa, called 
“The Rocks,” overlooking Bailey’s Beach at 
Newport, R. I. 

Year after year, he exerted pressure in a 
futile effort to wangle an invitation to the an- 


nual Patriarchs Ball, most snobbish of New 


York’s old-time social functions. Finally, when 
he became so financially powerful it was no 
longer feasible to exclude him—so the story goes 
——the Patriarchs committee disbanded the organ- 
ization, rather than put him on the list. 

After that, resistance collapsed. Dubbed 
“the Dean of Wall Street,” he had won his 
coveted place in society. 

A vigorous crusader, Henry served on the 
Committee of Seventy that overthrew the Tweed 
ring. Later he helped organize the National 
Highways Protective Society and went out him- 
self to trap reckless automobile drivers. He 
criticized the wolves of Wall Street and plugged 
for thrift and the proper use of money. 


When he died in 1923, at the age of 89, he left 
$2,225,752, setting up trust, funds of $733,750 
each for his widow and two children, Henry, Jr., 
and Lucy, who married Herbert Parsons and 
took her rightful position in society. 


On the other hand, Henry, Jr., always de- — 


lighted in shocking social leaders, even when 
his father was alive. He ran around with artists 
and writers. He wore white socks with evening 
clothes.

He became a sculptor, turning out grotesque 
Statues with titles such as “Wog Lizards,”’ and 
“Og of Octopi.” 

PoKing fun at wealthy people, he wrote two 
plays, “Mumbo Jumbo” and “The Poverty of 
Riches.” ° 

Fascinated by the raven hair and ivory pallor 
of Mrs. Louise Gebhard Morris, who was seven 
years his senior, he married her, called her 
“Galatea Come to Life’ and repeatedly painted 
her portrait. They had two children, Henry III, 
and Louise, who married Ian Douglas Campbell, 
heir to the Duke of Argyll. 

For nine hectic years, the sculptor and his 
“Galatea”’ resided in Paris, where his boon com- 
panions were Latin Quarter characters who had 
their legs and arms tattooed with skulls, hearts, 
arrows and the names of girl friends. 

When Louise entertained her conventional 
friends, Henry insisted on dressing up like a 
butler and serving dinner. Pretending he was 
away on a trip, the guests discussed him, while 
Louise made pointed remarks about his short- 
comings. When she finally divorced him, Louise 
Said: 

“French husbands may be bad, but Heaven 
help me from a Frenchified American husband.” 

After the divorce, Henry, Jr., married Mrs. 
Marie Elsie Whelen Goelet, whose neck was

characterized by the French artist, Paul Helleu, 
as ‘“‘the most beautiful in the world.” 

Henry, Jr., and Elsie lived in a fabulous 
chaieau at La Napoule on the Mediterranean. 
They had one child, Mancha Madison Clews. 

When Henry, Jr., died in 1937, he willed 
Elsie all his French property, then estimated to 
bé worth $66,400, and all his American holdings, 
now said to net $60,107. 

Elsie filed the will for probate in New York 
City and it was promptly contested by the two 
children by his first wife, on the grounds that 
Since their father was ‘‘domiciled’’ in France, 
they were entitled by French law to share in his 
estate. 

After ten years of legal wrangling, the case 
was settled recently by compromise. Elsie re- 
ceived 6215 per cent of the American holdings. 


Fach of Henry, Jr.’s, three children (including 


Ejsie’s son, Mancha Madison) got 12% per 
cent. In addition, Elsie got the La Napoule 
chateau (now regarded as a white elephant). 

The compromise also made possible the final 
distribution, among the three children, of the 
$733,750 trust fund established for Henry, Jr., 
by the “Dean of Wall Street”—who struggled 
so hard to get into society and who held»such 
strong views about thrift and proper use of 
money. 
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Kelley, their domestic life remained un- 

eventfully happy for 15 years. 

That marriage, in 1924, was in the fashion- 
able St. Chrysostom’s Church in Chicago before 
a gathering .that included many of the social 
leaders of Chicago and Baltimore. Daphne 
walked down the aisle on the arm of her father, 
Stanley Field, nephew of the first Marshall 
Field, and after the ceremony she and her hus- 
band retired to quiet domesticity. 

Little was heard of them by the public in 
the years that followed—years in which two 
children were born: Russéll Kelley, Jr., and 
Pamela. 

Then came 1939—and the entry into Chi- 
cago’s North Shore social circles of pleasant, 
attractive James A. Cook. 

He was given a visitor’s card at Onwentsia, 
exclusive Lake Forest country club, and soon 
was elected to membership. -He became popular 
with many persons in Lake Forest—particularly 
with Daphne. ‘ 

Cook had earned his entree into those select 
North Shore circles the hard way. He. had been 
born in Louisville,“Ky., Aug. 7, 1899, and had 
received only a high school education, in con- 
trast to the background ofemen such as Kelley,

But he was personable, friendly-—and an. 


unquestioned success in business. He started 
in 1916 as a clerk with a manufacturing com- 
pany and had risen steadily until in 1936 he was 
made vice-president in charge of sales, with 
offices in Chicago, and was.on his way ‘to mem- 
bership in the Chicago and Racquet Clubs, as 
well as Onwentsia. 

Before long Daphne was off for Reno. She 
was granted a divorce from Kelley Aug. 18, 
1939, on charges of mental cruelty—and on Oct. 
24, little more than two months later, she and 
Cook were married in her father’s palatial Lake 
Forest. home. Kelley retired to an apartment 
in the Deerpath Inn, a comfortable Lake Forest 
hostelry. 

Lake Forest adjusted readily to Daphne’s 
change in husbands—and her children, too, ac- 
cepted Cook without apparent:difficulty. Rus- 
sell, then 13, and Pamela, 11, were away at 
school most of the time, and they grew accus- 
tomed to separate visits with their father and 
mother—and to joint -conferences when some 
matter affecting their lives‘ was to be decided. 

When Pamela grew old enough for her de- 
but, her mother and stepfather gave a tea for 
her, and her father gave a dance. No One, ap- 
parently; saw anything unusual in that situa- 
tion. Nor was there any evidence of tension in 
the household when Russell married Jennifer 
Turner. 

Then, suddenly, and surprisingly, Daphne 
filed suit for divorce against Cook in Florida. 
She charged him, too, with mental cruelty. Her 
decree was granted early in April, 1948. 

Lake Forest didn’t have to wait long to see 
what Daphne would do next. 

On April 23, she was married, forthe sec- 
ond time, to Kelley in the Sarasota home of her 
parents, the Stanley Fields. 

Kelley moved. out of his Deerpath Inn apart- 
ment—back to Daphne’s home in Lake Bluff, 
suburban community immediately to the north 
of Lake Forest. And Cook, getting the key 
from Kelley, moved into Kelley’s Deerpath Inn 
apartment. ' '. :

little more than polite curiosity. Mr. and Mrs. 
Kelley fitted easily into the place they had once 
occupied as one of the exclusive suburb’s most 
popular couples. Neither they, nor Cook, seemed 
the least embarrassed as they met at the homes 
of friends, or at the country club. 

Lake Forest remembered that, 25 years ago, 
Daphne’s parents had caused a mild ripple in 
Chicago and suburban society by remarrying a 
few months after they had been divorced. 

On July 31, the Kelleys’ daughter, Pamela, 
was married to Vernon Armour in a ceremony 
performed at the Stanley Fields’ Lake Forest 
estate.

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- Everyone Pays a Little Less ‘to Uncle Sam Under the 
New Income Levy Law Passed Last Year—Estimated 
to Cut America's Tax Bill by $4,500,000,000

4 OD bless the little woman.” 
You'll be saying that, more sin- 
cerely than ever, when you make out 
your iricome tax return some time between 
now and March 15. 

The little woman—your wife—has been your 
partner for life all along, of course. You've 
known that. And now Congress, in the income 
tax law passed last year, has recognized the 
vital part she plays. | 

Congress knew—as you did—that you 
wouldn’t have been where you are without her 
help. And Congress has given her credit for all 
she’s done—and given you a tax savings, as a 
result. . 

Under the “community property provision” 
of the new tax law, you and the little woman 
ean “split” your income and file a joint return; 
in other words, you can make your income tax 
report as though you and she had each earned 
half of your income. 

That saves moffey for a married couple 
without dependents whose income is $3,600 or 
more; for a married couple with one child 
whose income is $4,250 or more; and for a mar- 
ried couple with two children—the average 
American family—whose income is $5,000 or 
more. (We'll go into details on this a little 
farther on.) 

But the new income tax law doesn’t give 
tax savings to married’ folks alone. It means a 
little more money in everybody’s pocket— a little 
more money to keep for yourself, to spend on 
the things you need» 

Here, in additian to thé “community property 
provision,” are some of the ways the tax,law, 
passed last year over President Truman’s veto, 
saves you money: 

1. it increases the mersonal exemptions for 
_yourself, your wife, and any other dependents 


from. $500.to $600 each. You get an extra 
exemption of $600 if you or your wife is over 
65> or blind. If you are blind and over 65, you 
get a total of three personal exemptions—equal 

to. $1,800. 
2. It allows you what they call a “tax credit” 
from 17 per cent to 9.75 per cent on 


your tax due. In other words, after you've 


figured out your tax, you can cut it by that 


much and send in the difference. . 

3. It allows everyone a blanket deduction 
~of 10 per cent up to.an income of $10,000 for 
such expenses as medical bills, and charitable 
contributions. Last year the blanket 10 per cent 
deduction was allowed only up to an income of 
$5,000. 

Let’s start at the lowest bracket. You're a 
single taxpayer, just getting started on the job 
of earning your living. You made $675 last year. 
O.K.—under the new tax law you don’t pay any 
tax at all, and if any was collected under the 
withholding law before the new: tax law was 
passed, You can get it back. Here's how the law 
saves you money: 

You’ve got a personal exemption of $600. 
_ That leaves $75 of your $675 income. But you 
get a 10 per cent credit for expenses. That’s 
$67.50 —leaving you $7.50 which presumably 
would be taxable. But the government doesn’t 
worry about that. In the new tax tables, it 
isn’t taxed at all. If you made more than $675 


as a single person, you'll pay a tax—less, how-. 


ever, than you would have paid last year. 

A year ago you'd have paid a tax of $20.43 
on your $675 income. So the new law has saved 
you $20.43. With an income of $675, a saving 
of $20.43 in important money. 

We've seen that $675 is what we might call 
the income tax “floor’’ for an unmarried person. 
At that figure, or below, you don’t have to pay 
any tax—although it’s ‘important to remember 
that, if your income amounted to $600, you do 
have to file a return. 

There are several of these ‘“‘floors,’”’ depending 
on your status. They mean that some 6,000,000

That’s one of the reasons Washington experts 
say that 71 per cent of the total tax reductions 


benefit small taxpayers —individuals with in-- 


comes after deductions of less than $5,000. 

Let’s see where those “floors” start: 

If you're married with one child,.your ‘‘floor”’ 
is $2,000. Last year it was $1,675. 

If you’re married, with two children, it’s 
$2,675. Last year it was $2,225. 

If you’re married with three children, the 
“floor”. is $3,350. It was $2,775 last vear—a 
difference under the new law of $575 on which 
you pay no tax. a 


These figures are taken from the govern- 


ment’s tax tables 


for persons wiih 
$5,000, who don’t 
bother to compute 
their own taxes. (If 


or over, you have to 
compute your tax 
yourself. But the 
new law tries to 
make it as painless 
as possible. ) ° 

' The tax figures in 
the tables for in- 
comes under $5,000, 
incidentally, make 
full allowances for 
your personal 
exemptions and ex- 
emptions for de- 
pendents for all tax 
“credits” and _ (for 
the blanket 10 per 
cent for charitable 
contributions and 
other expenses. 

Unless you have 


very unusual expenses, or unless you own 


own home, you will do as well, or better, if 
you use them. instead of computing your own 
tax. If your income is $2,000, for instance, 
your blanket deduction for .expenses would 
be $200. . ere 

The government knows you probably aren’t 
giving much to. charity—you can’t afford to. 
Maybe you give 50 cents a week to your church 
—that’s $26 a year. At that income, you haven’t 
got either the responsibility—-or the income— 
to take many people out to dinner for business 
purposes. Medical expenses can be deducted: only 
if they exceed 5 per cent of your income. Five 
per cent of $2,000 is $100. Ordinary doctor bills 
—unless you have had a serious illness—won’t 
run much over that. So the 10 per cent, or $200, 
will probably more than cover your allowable 
deductions, 

If you own your own home, a careful tabula- 
tion of taxes and interest on the mortgage may 
give you a higher allowable deduction than $200. 
But that, and costly illness not compensated for 
by insurance, are almost the only things that 
can get you over that figure. 

The same applies all the way up to incomes 
of $10,000 a year. The new law allows deduc- 
tions of 10 per cent up to a total deduction of 
$1,000. A man making $10,000 a year—unless 
he owns his own home— is going to find that the 
blanket 10 per cent deduction gives him as good 
a break as he can expect. 

For the few who make more than $10,000 
a year, the story may be different. They’ll prob- 
ably gain by itemizing their deductions. 

But let’s concentrate on the problems of the 
millions of workers who keep America’s busi- 
néss and industry operating smoothly. 

Let’s say your weekly income is about $45. 
U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics figures, for 
weekly 


ranged from $36.24 in Boston to $47.83 in San 
Francisco; and wages for men accounting clerks 
ranged from $44.99 in Boston to $57.55 in 
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- Close to those figures. 


That’s an annual income of about $2,400. A 
year ago, if-you were single, you’d have paid a 
tax of $318. This year it’s $2: 97—a saving of 
$61. If you’re married, you get an even bigger 
break. The taxes at that wage level run: 


Married, Married, Married, 
No,Children One Child Two Children 
Old Law.. $223 $128 $33 
New Law . 161 60 0 
Difference $62 $68 $33 


Those are the taxes listed in the govern- 
ment’s tables for persons with incomes under 
$5,000, who. do not compute their taxes them- 
selves. 

It’s about the same story for America’s 
underpaid school teachers, whose average Sal- 
aries, according to the U. S. Government reports, 
run about $2,600 a year. 

Under the old law, a single school teacher 
with that ineome would have paid $347. A 
married teacher, struggling to support a wife 
and one child—and quite a few are—would have 
been given a bill for $157. 

oy new law, in the tax tables for incomes 
under $5,000, taxes the single school teacher— 
or mae other citizen—with an income of $2,600 
a total of $287, and the teacher with a wife and 
one child $88. That's a saving of $60 for the 
Single teacher, and $69 for the other. 

Of course, if you want to go to.the trouble, 
you can work out your own tax. 
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Let’s see how that works out for a person 
with an income of .$2,600. - 
First you set down your income—$2,600. 
Then you take your 10 per cent deduction for 
expenses. (You try to itemize it, but you prob- 
ably find you can’t get the figure higher than 


$260 on any combination of itemized expenses 


that you think Uncle Sam might accept.) That 
leaves $2,340. Next you take your personal 
exemption—-$600. That leaves a total of $1,740. 

You pay a 20 per cent tax on all taxable in- 
come of $2,000 or less. In the case we're con- 
sidering, the taxable income is $1,740—and 20 
per cent of that is $348. The government al- 
lows you a “tax credit’’——-you’d probably call it 
a reduction—-of 17 per cent on all taxes up to 
$400. Seventeen per cent of $348 is $59.16. 
That's your “tax credit.” You subtract $59.16 
from $348, and get $288.84. That’s your tax, 
if you compute it yourself. 

Under the government tax tables, your tax 
would be $287. The tax table gave you a break 
of $1.84, the price of a good dinner. You might 
as well take it. 

Now, let’s consider the so-called “community 


property” provision. 


Before the new tax law was passed, there 
were 13 states which held, generally speaking, 


that the income of both husband and wife was* 


community income, belonging to each equally. 
Those states were Arizona, California, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Texas 
and Washington. | 

Let’s say a resident of Texas had a taxable 
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income, after exemptions and deductions, of 
$4,000. If he reported all of -that as his indi- 
vidual income, he’d have to pay a tax of 20 per 
cent on the first $2,000, and 22 per cent on the 
second $2,000 of his $4,000 income. [That 
amounted to a tax of $400 on the first $2,000, 
and $440 on the second—a total of $840. 

But under the community property law in 
Texas, he wouldn’t report a single income of 
$4,000. 

He and hi® wife would file a joint return. 

He would claim $2,000—and she would claim 
$2,000, since half his income was hers. 

He would pay 20 per cent on his $2,000—a 
total of $400. She would be charged 20 per cent 
on her $2,000-—another $400. The combined tax 
would be $800. . 

The community property law would save 
them $40 in taxes. (In order to simplify the 
community property provision, we haven't 
figured the 17 per cent tax “credit” here.) 

In other words, by dividing the income, they 
brought both halves of it into the lowest bracket. 
Our income tax is a “graduated one.” You are 
taxed 20 per cent on the first $2,000 of your 
taxable income, 22 per cent on the next $2,000, 
26 per cent on the third $2,000, 30 per cent 


| oO into two halves. 


on the fourth $2,000, 34 per cent on the fifth 
$2,000, and so on up, to 91 per cent on alk 
taxable income over $200,000. 


Obviously, people living in community prop- 
erty states, by dividing their income, could bring 
the total into lower tax brackets. But, before 
the new Federal law was passed, those living in 
the other 35 states couldn't do it. 

It was considered unfair—-and Congress 
passed the community property provision to 
give every American the same opportunity, re- 
gardless of where he lived. The tax law doesn’t 
say —-as community property states do— that 
your wife actually owns half your income. But 
it says that you can file a joint return, just the 
same as though she did actually own it. 

So what happens? ; 

Well, if your taxable income is $2,000 or less, 
you don’t gain anything. Your whole income 
is in the lowest bracket-——the 20 per cent bracket 
—anyway. You'll pay 20 per cent on your tax- 
able income, no matter how you split it up. 

If you aren’t married, of course, you’ve got 
no one to make a joint return with, and it doesn’t 
affect you. 

But suppose you’re married? 

Married, let’s say, with no children or other 
dependents, and making $3,550 a year. Your 
10 per cent deduction for expenses and contribu- 
tions is $355, leaving $3,145: You and your wife 
each have an exemptton of $600—a total of 
$1,200. That leaves you a taxable income of 
only $1,945. That’s under $2,000—so it’s taxed 
at the lowest bracket, 20 per cent, no matter 
how you slice it. A “community property” re- 
turn can’t make it any lower. 

But suppose your total income is from $3,600 

to $3,650. At $3,600, after your 10 per cent 
deduction and personal exemptions, your 

taxable income would be $2,040. That 
extra $40 is in the 22 per cent bracket. 

A joint return cuts your income 

You’d pay 20 
per cent on each half. That 
way you'd save a dollar or so. 
As a matter of fact, the gov- 
ernment tax tables for in- 
comes under $5,000 lump 
the $3,600 to $3,650 brack- 

ets together, and say a 

joint return saves you $2. 

If you’re married, with 
one child, you'll get no

Here’sthe way it works, 
for instance, for a mar- 
ried man with two chil- 
dren, earning $5,200 a 
year: 

Under the old law, he 
could take a blanket de- 
duction of $500, and ex- 
emptions for himself, his 
wife and two children of 
$2,000—leaving a taxable 
income of $2,700. He 
paid a tax of 20 per cent 

on $2,000, and 22 per 

cent on $700—a total 
of $554. The old law 
gave him a 5 per cent 
tax credit — for a 

total tax of $526. 
Under the new 
law, he takes a 10 
per cent deduction 
and four exemptions for 
himself, his wife and two 
children, amounting .to $2,400 

—leaving a _ taxable income of 
Splitting that in half in a jeint re- 


$2,280. 
turn leaves $1,140. 

The tax on that, at 20 per cent, is $228.00. 
He takes a “tax credit” of 17 per cent, or $38.70 
—leaving a tax of $189.30. That’s the tax on 


half the income in the joint return. Multiplied 
by two, it gives a total tax of $378.60—a saving 
of $147.70, 

Under the old law, a man with an income of 
$10,000 a year might pay a tax of $1,719.50. 
The new law, with the community property pro- 
vision, new tax credit, and higher exemptions, 
cuts his tax to $1,167.36—a saving of $552.14. 

Yes—everybody saves a little money. It’s 
estimated that the total savings for all taxpayers 
will be more than four and a half billion dollars. 

You might as well take advantage of it, too: 
On January 5, President Trurhan went before 
Congress with his first message since his elec- 
tion—and said that the government will have 
to raise an additional $4,000,000,000 in taxes 
next year. 

He urged the Congress to give consideration 
to increasing personal income taxes in the mid- 
dle and upper brackets, and he suggested higher 
estate and gift taxes, as well as increased taxes 
on corporations, as other sources of. revenue.

HE horses were running again at Saratoga. 
It was the summer of 1907 and the historic 
old town was a pageant of bobbing parasols 
and swift-moving carriages. 

At the yearling sales, H. T. (Tommy ) Griffin, 
the former jockey, was a heavy buyer. Oinenight, 
Col. Phil Chinn, a preminent Kentucky breeder, 
approached him at the sales ring. 

“Tommy,” he said, “could you use some help 
with your yearlings ?”’ 

Griffin guessed he could. He had already 


bought some 40 unraced thoroughbreds and all 
needed. schooling, 


“I’ve got just the boy for you,” said Chinn. 


“My dad brought kim from Kentucky. We 
don’t need him just pow. If he turns out 
to be a good rider, ’ll.put him under 
contract. If you take him in hand, 
you'll have second call.” 
Griffin sized the boy up and 
said, “You're hired, son, 
What’s your name?” 
“Philip Musgrave,” 
said the boy. | 
At that moment 
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was born a memorable friendship—perhaps the 
closest in the history of the turf and one that 
was to prevail later against misfortune. 

Phil Musgrave worked with the Griffin year- 
lings and in November moved on to California 
with the stable. Griffin, a riding contemporary 
of the celebrated Tod Sloan, opened his bag of 
saddle tricks for him and in January Phil was 
racing his mentor’s two-year-olds at Emeryville 
and old Santa Anita Park and winning. 

Young Phil turned most of his earnings over 
to Griffin to save for him. In May, 1908, Griffin’s 
horses were running at Aqueduct, in New York. 
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The Jockey 
Approached the 
Dejected Owner. 
"| Want You to 

Have $200 of 
This Check," He 

Said. "I Can 
ae Get Along on 
the-Rest.” 


The jockey had saved $3,000 
by then and Colonel Chinn had 
put him under contract. 

Griffin suggested that the 
boy put his money in the bank, 
but Phil told him to keep it. 
Finally, it was deposited in a 
New York bank, where Griffin 
kept most of his funds. 

Musgrave continued to win for Colonel Chinn 
and for Griffin, who then had second call on his 
services. The bank account passed $5,000. 

Then came the panic of 1908. The bank failed. 
Griffin was ruined and his jockey’s bank account 
was wiped out. 7 

Young Phil Musgrave hurried over to the 
Griffin barn. . 

“Gee, that’s tough on you, Mr. Griffin,” he 
said, “with all those horses to feed and your 
family.” . 

He was back a few days later with a check

for $260 for jockey fees. 

“T want you to have $200 of 

this,” he said. “I can get along 
=: on the rest.”’ 
Shortly after that he re- 
# turned with $440 and gave it 
all to Griffin. Later, he gave 
the hard-pressed owner $640 
more, 

“Phil was living on the 50 

cents for each exercise ride he 
made in the morning,” said 
Griffin, “and giving me every 
cent he got for his race riding. 
+ He stinted himself for months 
& to pay me back for teaching 
fe him to ride. There were no 
strings. It came from deep 
“= down in his heart.” 
‘@ Finally, after a number of 
‘ years, Griffin got his money 
m@ back from the bank and re 
f paid the jockey. The chance 
f to return his kindness came 
- later. 

Time passed and in 1914 
Musgrave was riding in Juarez, 
Mexico. Griffin, out of racing, 
was living in Oakland, Calif. 
One day, he received a letter 
,from Phil. He had been ruled 
off for what officials called an 
“unsatisfactory ride.” 

“Are your skirts clean?” 
F Griffin wrote back. 

a “Yes,” replied the boy, “I’m 
®” innocent.” 

Griffin believed him without 
question. “I'll fight for you,” he wrote. “You 
helped me when I needed it.” 

Griffin pleaded with American turf authori- 
ties to intercede for his friend. At first, he was 
unsuccessful. The Mexican racing authorities 
refused to reinstate the jockey. 

Then, in 1917, the United States was at war. 
Phil enlisted in the cavalry and was stationed at 
Charleston, S.C. Griffin called on him there and 
Phil told him what had happened in Jaurez. 

Griffin sought out Harry Breivogel, the racing 
official who had set Musgrave down in Mexico. 
Breivogel, then an official at the Empire City 
track, in Yonkers, N. Y., was swayed by the 
eloquence of Griffin’s appeal. 

“Wire Musgrave,” he said, “that he’s rein- 
stated.”’ 

The next obstacle was a riding license for the 
boy. Griffin saw Preston Burch, trainer for 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson, personal physician to 
President Wilson. Through Admiral Grayson’s 
influence, Phil Musgrave’s license was restored. 

The war ended and the boy was back in the 
saddle again. Admiral Grayson took a personal 
interest in him. His reputation mounted and by 
1919 horsemen and track followers agreed he 
was one of the best jockeys in America. 

Then, on Sept. 26, 1919, Phil was riding at 
Havre de Grace, in Maryland. He had been twice 
in the money in four races and had a mount, 
Silk Bird, in the sixth. It was a mile and a 
sixth claiming race and there were 10 horses 
in the field. 

In the backstretch, The Belgian II was in 
the lead with Dolina, ridden ‘by Andy Schuttin- 
ger, later a famous trainer, running second. 
Suddenly, Dolina went down and three other 
horses toppled over him, One. of the three was 
Silk Bird. 3 

They lifted Phil Musgrave from the track 
and carried him onto the infield, but the boy 
died without regaining consciousness. 

It was a sad blow to his friends, and saddest 
of all to Griffin. Later, at Saratoga, Admiral 
Grayson said, “I sometimes regret I got Phil his 
license. If I hadn’t, he’d be alive today.” 

“You don’t have to feel that way,’ replied 
“You made him the happiest man in the 
world. And if he had to go, I know Phil would 
have preferred it in the saddle.”

T FIRST, Emily Post was puzzled. She 

was walking homeward one day, toward 

‘her pleasant white house on Martha's 

Vineyard, off the coast of Massachusetts, when

‘We'll 
take it down right away, Mrs. Post,’’ they said. 

“‘We didn’t mean it.” 

“Not for anything in the world,” said Mrs. 
Post, and she smiled. “I think it’s delightful!”’ 

It stayed up, with Mrs. Post enjoying it as 
much as any one. In fact, she interceded with 
Mrs. Lamborn to let it stay. 

That’s Mrs. Post’s way. She isn’t at all 
formidable; as might be supposed. She’s an 
amiable person who understands the younger 
generation.

the question, as the young wife prepared 
a tearful denial. He called the husband 
into his chambers. 

The lawyers tagged along. 

“Young man,” the judge = said, 
“things are about to be said and done 
out there you'll always be sorry for. Be- 
fore too much damage is done, wh 
don’t you two get together?” : 

“T haven’t been able to talk to my 
wife,”’ the young man said. 

“Her folks wouldn’t let me.” 

Judge Kirkwood called her in, and sent the 
lawyers out. The husband began to plead his 
case, slowly at first, then ardently and eagerly. 
The words “darling,” “honey” and “I love you” 
came quickly from his lips. At first his wife was 
defiant, but finally burst into tears. 

“Why didn’t you talk to me like that a long 
time ago?” she asked. 

“Maybe,” the judge said, “you both were at 
fault. I’m going to leave you alone. When 
come back, tell me what you want me to do.” 

When he came back, he found the young 
couple in each other’s arms. 

The answer came from both: 

“Please, Judge—forget the divorce.”’ 

There is ng magic formula in Judge Kirk- 
wood’s remarkable record as the judge who pre- 
vents divorces, 

His success is built of two things: A belief 
that most people who -get divorces don’t really 
want thern; and that, if they can be made to take 
time to think, many will go back together. 

“Quickie divorces are one of our greatest 
A man and woman have a 
fight, or a series of irritating quarrels, tempers 
flare up and they dash out to see a divorce 
lawyer. Our job is to see that they have time 
for those tempers to cool off. 

“It’s like an angry businessman who writes 
a hot letter. If he leaves it on his desk until 


‘the next day,-chances are he'll never mail it. 


He remembers that the other man is a pretty 
good fellow, after all—and that he, himself, is 
at least partly at fault.” 

Judge Kirkwood doesn’t try to forbid people 
from getting divorces. 

“You mustn’t tell them they can’t have a 
divorce. That increases their antagonism, their 
desire to get it. The people involved are the 
only ones, in the end, who can save their mar- 
riage. All the judge can do is make sure they 
have time and opportunity to think things over, 
and, maybe, nudge their thinking a little bit 
down the right channels.” 


The first thing, he said, is to soften the. 


anger that the divorce suit itself engenders. 

“They're so busy hating each other—so busy 
planning their fight, that they can’t find any 
room in their minds for love. Mutual charges 
and recriminations fan the hatred. One reads 
the other’s charges, and says: , 

** “So he says that, does he? Well, I'll show 
him a thing or two.,’” 

In all cases where children are involved, 
Judge Kirkwood enforces a 30-day “cooling-off” 
period before the trial is held. He arranges a 
pre-trial conference. He gets the couple talking 
of happier days and mutual interests that tie 
them together—and leaves them alone. ; 

“You'd be surprised,”’.he said, “how many 
marriages we’ve saved by that kind of common 


sense dealing.”

After the “cooling-off’”. period, Judge Kirkwood 
spoke to the husband, who sought the divorce. 

“After all these years,”’ he said, “your wife 
can’t be so bad.

“Things have been worse lately,” the man 
replied, rather lamely. 

_““You come back in two weeks,” the judge 
Said, “and see how many good things you can 
tell me about her.” 

The man never came back. He sent word he 
and his wife were on their second honeymoon 
and didn’t want to come to court. Would the 
Judge call off the divorce? He'd thought of a 
lot of nice things about his wife. 

_ Another couple were in middle life. The 
wife sought the divorce, charging non-support.

At about 10 a. m., Dec. 30, Peter Miles, a

with Gladys,-he submitted his resignation from 
the medical corps, and asked to be relieved of 
duty on Dec. 5. The request was approved. 
Hadley again called at the Clarke home, 
said he was leaving the service, and planned to 
join his wife in Pittsburgh. He packed her 
things in her trunks, to be picked up later. 
Before he left Westhampton, he gave Gladys 
a Christmas present. It was a dainty goid 
watch, the kind meant to be suspended from the 
neck by a chain or ribbon. On it was engraved: 
“Gladys—May all the coming years be as 
bright as this Christmas Day. From Bill, 
December, 1918.” 
He would return to Texas, he told her, after 
a short stopover in Georgia, and would resume 
his practice. He would write her every day, 
meanwhile, and live only for the day they would 
be together as husband and wife. 


ON DEC. 7, at Atlanta, Ga., he wrote a letter 
to Sue’s sister, Mrs. A. H. Evans, in Cin- 
Cinnati. The letter said that Sue had died. 

“I am sure you will be surprised to get a 
letter from me written in Atlanta,” he wrote, 
“but I have some very sad news to tell you, and 
coming as it does on top of your recent bereave- 
ment makes it doubly hard for me to have to 
tell you of the death of my wife and your sister 
on Nov. 23. 

“She had a light attack of influenza after 
we had written to you of our proposed trip to 
Cincinnati, and did not get entirely well of it. 

“I had an opportunity to go to Puerto Rico 
(in the West Indies) and thought that the trip 
would do her good, which it did. She was not 
sea-sick and we had one’ of the happiest trips of 
our lives until the day before we were to start 
back, She developed pneumonia with high fever. 

“Everything was done that could be for her 
care and comfort, but she lasted only four days, 
developing heart complication. She was buried 
there in the American cemetery on Novmber 24, 

“I was sick and unable to travel for a week. 
Came back and resigned my commission in the 
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trapper, found the body of a woman in the James 
River about five miles from Richmond. It had 
apparently drifted downstream for some distance 
until it had become wedged in the roots ofa tree 
at the river’s edge. 

The Henrico County authorities issued this 
descri iption : 

‘nidentified woman, 25 to 30 years old, 
blond hair, about 5 feet 4 inches tall and weigh- 
ing from 115 to 130 pounds. Wearing a man’s 
tan raincoat, a brown cloth woman’s coat, a 
greenish sweater jacket, a red silk dress with 
white polka dots about the size of a quarter, 
black silk hose of an expensive grade, tan shoes 
with light buckskin tops, and one blue silk and 
one knitted petticoat. 

“Black kid gloves on left hand torn, appar- 
ently to facilitate removal of rings after death. 
Hat and purse missing, pockets empty, only 
jewelry an inexpensive clasp pin at neck of dress. 

“Cause of death undeterminable, probably 
drowning. Body apparently in water for more 
than a month. Two pivot teeth, upper front jaw, 
one broken. Left side of face crushed, nose 
broken, possibly after death. Two strands of 
wire wrapped tightly around waist; apparently 
they had held a weight. 

“Woman undoubtedly a victim of foul play.” 

The local authorities, headed by Sheriff Webb 
Syndor and County Chief T. Wilson Seay, could 
make no progres toward the identification of the 
victim until January 23, when Mrs. Clarke and a 
neighbor, Mrs. Arthur B. King, called at the 
sheriff’s office and asked if they might inspect 
the clothing. 

Mrs. Clarke explained that both she and Mrs. 
King had been wondering why they had heard 
nothing from Mrs. Sue Hadley since late in 
November. 

Neither woman remembered ever seeing the 
polka dot dress before, but Mrs. Clarke all but 
swooned at the sight of the victim’s water- 
stained corset. 

“That’s Mrs. Hadley’s corset—I’m positive of 
that!” she exclaimed. ‘See how it’s mended here 


on the side? I watched her do that!” 

At Westhampton, the officers learned that 
Hadley had “Ge og discharged on Dec. 5, but that 
his “flanceé’’ was still there. : 

Miss Mercer. readily informed them that she 
had been receiving letters from Hadley almost 
every day. She said that his wife. had gone 
to California to obtain’a divorce, had died there 
of the flu, and that the doctor had since been 


practicing at Pearland; Tex. 


Had the identification been erroneous? 

While the investigators were wondering 
about this, Sue Hadley’s sister arrived from 
Cincinnati with her Musband. 

Mrs. Evans identified the two pivot teeth as 
dental work done for Sve. She identified the 
polka dot dress as one she had given her, and 
even produced a remnant of the goods from 
which the dress had been made.

7 check his diagnosis, the 
Boston physician took 
a sample of blood from the 
boy and used this blood to 
inoculate several eggs con- 
taining chickens in the 
embryonic stage. Some of 
the half-formed chicks sick- 
ened and the doctor re- 
moved fluid from their un- 
healthy bodies. An analysis 
of this fluid proved that 
the four-year-old boy had 
a bad case of mumps. 

This probably was the: 
first time that the virus 
disease, mumps, was dis-_ 
covered by a blood test of 
this sort. It was additional 
evidence that medical sci- 
ence is, at last, making 
real progress in its war 
against viruses and _ the 
many dangerous and dead- 
ly diseases they cause, 


OLIO is a virus disease. 

So are yellow fever, in- 
fluenza, sleeping sickness, 
measles and the common 
cold. These and other virus 
dilments have been diffi- 
cult to prevent and to treat 
—because it was not until 
the invention of the elec- 
tronic microscope that 
most of these unimagin- 
ably small viruses were 
visible to medical scien- 
tists, and because they do 
not grow like ordinary 
germs, outside the body. 
Drugs fail to reach viruses, 
as they hide themselves in 
the patient’s tissues. 

The germs that cause 
diseases such as_ tubercu- 
losis, typhoid fever and 
diphtheria are giants com- 
pared with a typical virus. 

That science is gradually 
learning how to attack 
these powerful and_ sub- 


cal, phenosulfazole (fe-no- 
sul-fah-zol) developed by 
the late Dr. T. Subba Row, 
at the Lederle Laborato- 
ries, Wa% used on mice by 
Prof. Murray Sanders, now 
at the University of Miami, 
The drug, which is harm- 
less in large doses, cured 
polio infection in some 
mice and prevented it in 
others. 

Dr. D. W. Woolley, of 
the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, has 
discovered a complex “‘sug- 
ar; in apple and other 
fruit. pectins, capable of 
stopping the growth of the 
influenza virus—and other 
types of virus, too. 


R. ROBERT H: GREEN, 
a scientist at Yale Uni- 
versity, has succeeded in 
checking the flu with tan- 
nic acid, which is present 
in tea and other plants. 
Para-aminobenzoic acid, 
a vitamin of the B com- 
plex, has been used suc- 
cessfully in the treatment 
of typhus and Rocky Moun- 


tain spotted fevers, which © 


are virus diseases. Yeast 
is the sourte of this sub- 
stance. 

Scientists do not speak 
of “killing” a virus, be- 
cause it is not ordinarily 
alive, like a tiny animal 
or plant. A typical small 
virus is just a protein par- 
ticle capable of multiplying 
itself once it gets inside a 
living cell of the body. 


PROF. ALBERT P. KRU- 

GER, University of Cali- 
fornia bacteriologist, has 
succeeded in growing one 
virus outside the living 
body. ‘ 

No sure cure for any 
virus disease has yet been 
found, but medical scien- 
tists seem to be on their 
way to ‘stopping viruses 
from growing and, per- 
haps, changing them to re- 
duce the ability of our 
smallest enemies to cause 
sickness and death.
